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A 41-YEAR-OLD man 
has been accused of 
attempting to murder 
his mother and sent to 
Crown Court by magi¬ 
strates. 

Edward Oxford, of Ris- 
bridge Drive, Kedington, 
appeared before Sud¬ 
bury magistrates on 
Wednesday charged with 
attempting to murder 
Christine Oxford at Ked¬ 
ington on or between 
October 8 and 9. 

He is also charged with 
possessing an offensive weap¬ 
on, namely a sheath knife. 

Magistrates sent his case for 
a preliminary hearing at 
Ipswich Crown Court on 
Thursday, October 18, and he 
was remanded in custody until 
then, after making no 
application for bail. 

Suffolk Police confirmed 
that the police helicopter had 
responded to the incident on 
Monday night. 

An ambulance also attended 
the scene and treated the 
woman. 

She was taken to Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital, Cambridge, 
and her condition is described 
as stable. 

Local residents told the 
Weekly News they were 
shocked and horrified that 
such an incident had happ¬ 
ened in what was a quiet cul- 
de-sac.

Parents in shock over 
nursery’s closure plan 


A POPULAR Haverhill playgroup is 
being forced to close because of 
rising running costs. 

Shocked parents learned this week that the 
Cartwheels centre in Camps Road, Haverhill, 
will close on Friday, October 26. 

Although some spaces are available at 
Cartwheels’ other centre in Greenfields Way, 
there will be an overall shortfall of 24 places. 
Families will have to queue on Monday when 
spots are allocated on a first come, first 
served basis to those handing in application 
forms. 

Tina Martin, of Sorrell Walk, Haverhill, 
fears she will have to give up her job if her 
three-year-old son Alfie lost his place. She 
said: “It is not much notice and I think it is 
really sad because it is such a good group and 
got a really good Ofsted report. 

“I think there is going to be quite a queue 
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of people on Monday looking for places, but 
there won’t be enough for everyone. 

“Alfie used to go to Cottage Day nursery, 
but that closed down. We need more nursery 
provision in the town, not less.” 

She added: “I feel gutted, my little boy 
really loves it there, it is so spacious. They 
have done so much hard work there it is such 
a shame.” 

Wendy Marlow, of Shaftesbury Court, said 
her son Michael, had made great progress 
since he started at the group at Easter. 

She said: “We have only got three weeks to 
find somewhere else, which is not long. He is 
my fourth child, but he was hardly talking 
until he started there and now he does not 
stop. 

“My daughter went there as well and it is a 


really good group. It just seems really sad 
that it is closing when the need for it is there. 
There won’t be a place for every child at 
Greenfields Way” 

Tracey Davey, one of the Cartwheels 
trustees, said they were sad to have to close, 
but all staff would still have jobs, with the 
breakfast and after-school clubs moving to 
Greenfields Way 

“We are absolutely gutted,” she said. 

“We have tried every way we could to keep 
the nursery open, we should have closed it 
three months ago, but we decided to give one 
last push to see if we could raise the money 

“The rent has gone up, but it is not just 
that, it is all our other costs as well. If we 
kept going we could end up losing both 
centres, so we have consolidated at the 
building we own at Greenfields Way We will 
try to offer places to as many children as we 
can.”

ANGRY villagers say 
drunken youths are run¬ 
ning rampage and have 
even tried to “firebomb” 
their library 

One Kedington resident, who 
asked not to be named, blamed a 
lack of police presence for the 
increased damage and anti-social 
behaviour. 

The resident said: “Things have 
got really bad in the village lately, 
and there is no police presence at 
all. There are groups of youths 
carrying crates of beer around. 
They are quite brazen about it. 

“There is damage caused all 
over the village, everywhere 
every weekend. They even tried 
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to firebomb the library, and 
nothing seems to be done about 
it.” 

Another resident sent an 
anonymous letter to police, and 
others reported repeated damage 
to Kedington Primary School, 
including lead stolen from the 
roof twice, communal wheelie 
bins thrown in the river, tyres 
slashed, number plates and signs 
stolen and old people scared in 
their homes. 

The resident said: “These 
mindless criminal losers are 
taking over what was such a 
lovely place to be, with a comm¬ 


unity spirit to rival many vill¬ 
ages. They just seem to be out of 
reach of the law.” 

A Suffolk police spokesman 
confirmed there had been three 
attacks on the library over the 
past three weeks, the first on 
Saturday, September 29, when 
something burning appeared to 
have been pushed through the 
door, causing some scorching 
inside. 

There were two more incidents 
the following weekend when a 
panel put on the damaged library 
door was ripped off. 

Chief Inspector Mike Bacon, St 
Edmundsbury District Comman¬ 
der, said: “Suffolk Constabulary 
are aware of recent crime reports 


and anti-social behaviour in 
Kedington, notably at the prim¬ 
ary school and the community 
centre. 

“The St Edmundsbury Rural 
South Safer Neighbourhood 
Team is investigating these off¬ 
ences, and I would encourage 
anyone with information concer¬ 
ning these incidents to contact 
the police. 

“There are a small minority of 
individuals intent upon comm¬ 
itting crime at these locations, 
and we are seeking the help of 
local residents to identify the 
offenders. 

“Patrols have been increased, 
and a number of key lines of 
enquiry are being followed.”

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Pizza hero saves man 


from burning kitchen

A PIZZA delivery man 
has been hailed a hero 
after rescuing a man 
from the burning kit¬ 
chen of one of his reg¬ 
ular customers. 

Ali Yagir, 37, who has 
always wanted to be a 
firefighter, was giving fellow 
staff member Ayhan Sol- 
maz a lift home from his 
Dial-a-Pizza business in 
Haverhill, in the early 
hours, when the drama un¬ 
folded. 

He spotted flames coming 
from the home of his neigh¬ 
bour, a regular customer at 
his shop. 

Knowing the neighbour 
Sophie was a single mum 
with a young child, Mr 
Yagir did not hesitate to go 
in and tackle the blaze after 
calling the fire brigade. 

His neighbour and her 
child were away for the 
night, but her lodger was 
sitting in the smoke-filled 
kitchen and could not be 
roused. 

Mr Yagir and his friend 
put out the fire and dragged 
the coughing man from the 
house before the fire service 
arrived. The incident 
happened on Sunday, 
September 30. 

Mr Yagir said: “We saw 
flames coming from the 
kitchen. My neighbour 
Sophie is also a good cust¬ 
omer and we knew she had 
a lodger too. 

“We could see flames 
coming from a pan on the 
hob in the kitchen and 
could see someone sitting 
on the sofa, but not moving. 
We banged loudly on the 
door, but he did not respond, 
so we called the fire brigade 
and broke the door to get in. 

“I know health and safety 
from my business, so I put a 
wet blanket over the fire on 
the hob and helped the man 
outside. 

“He was really coughing 
from all the smoke. When 
the firemen came they said 
we did a good job. Luckily 
nobody was hurt, but the 
kitchen was all black and 


full of smoke. 

“The man said later he 
should buy me a bottle of 
whisky and the firemen said 
he had a lucky escape.” 

Mr Yagir came to England 
from Turkey eight years 
ago, married wife Wendy, 
and they have two children, 
Dayfun, six, and Doros, two. 
He started up his pizza 
delivery business more than 
four years ago with his 
brother, after twice unsucc¬ 
essfully applying to join the 
fire service. 

He said: “One of the 
firemen recognised me. I did 
want to join the fire service, 
but my written English was 
not good enough. 

“Now I am a successful 
businessman, so I have lost 
my interest in it. I was glad 
to help and the gentleman 
was very grateful.” 

Mrs Yagir said she bel¬ 
ieved her husband was a 
hero. She said: “If it had not 
been for the staff of Hav¬ 
erhill Dial-a-Pizza, the 
whole terrace of Snowdon 
Court would have been 
consumed in flames.”

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Whistleblower’s 



‘cover up’ charge 


A PREGNANT carer who 
claims she was forced 
out of her job for 
“whistleblowing” has 
accused her former 
employers of instigating 
a “disgusting” cover-up. 

At a resumed employment 
tribunal in Bury St Edmunds 
last week, Krystal Robinson, 
25, said bullying and harass¬ 
ment from her line manager 
Sally Rodwell made it imposs¬ 
ible for her to return to her job 
as a carer at the Haverhill 
Community Resource Unit. 

Miss Robinson said she had 
held the post for five years 
before she told management 
that another staff member had 
verbally abused vulnerable 
adults. 

Mrs Rodwell failed to attend 
the hearing, but Anne Hubb¬ 
ard, the unit’s manager, said 
Miss Robinson was moved 
from front line services for her 
own protection after another 
member of staff was assaulted 
by a disabled customer.

Mrs Hubbard said Miss 
Robinson’s complaint that coll¬ 
eague Peter Eves had sworn at 
disabled customers had been 
investigated and a protocol put 
in place to deal with the situ¬ 
ation if it happened again. 

Mrs Hubbard said: “There 
was a lot of intimidation of 
Sally. 

“Following an incident when 
a staff member was assaulted 
by a customer a lot of staff 
weren’t happy with the out¬ 
come because no charges were 
pressed and people wanted 
revenge.” 

The tribunal heard that Miss 
Robinson had gone on to work 
at Broadlands Hall, near Hav¬ 
erhill, after she left the CRU, 
but left before she qualified for 
maternity pay because no risk 
assessment was carried out, 
after she had asked for one. 

She said: “I left for the sake 
of my unborn child, because I 


felt I was at risk. A lot of the 
children we looked after had 
serious, violent behaviour. 
They were very volatile and 
unpredictable, there was no 
pattern to it.” 

Miss Robinson, whose baby 
is due on December 31, said 
after the hearing that she felt 
compelled to reveal what had 
happened at the resource unit. 

She said: “I think it is dis¬ 
gusting, it is a big cover-up. 
This has never been about 
money, they have offered me 
two sums of money and I have 
refused. 

“It is about the fact that I 
told my manager this abuse 
had happened and nothing was 
done about it. Nothing will be 
done about that place unless 
something serious happens.” 

Suffolk County Council den¬ 
ies that Miss Robinson was 
unfairly dismissed or caused 
detriment for making a public 
interest disclosure. 

The tribunal panel is expect¬ 
ed to deliver its judgment 
within two weeks.

Kedington 

MEMBERS of Kedington 
Institute enjoyed a visit to 
Hundon Village Hall for a 
group meeting with other 
members from Thurlow, 
Haverhill, Hundon, Sturmer, 
and Clare. 

The event began with the 
singing of Jerusalem, and 
then each institute’s 
secretary gave a two- 
minute report on what they 
had been doing over the 
previous year. 

The highlight of the evening 
was a talk by prominent 
local historian Clive Paine 
entitled “Who do you think 
you are?” He used his 
involvement with the 
Jeremy Paxman BBC 
programme of the same 
name as a springboard to 
give some advice about 
finding information on 
ancestors, and his talk was 
both informative and very 
entertaining. His 
enthusiasm and interest 
were obvious, and very 
infectious. 

Jeremy Paxman’s family 
originally came from East 
Anglia, but moved to 
Yorkshire. Clive said that 
during the agricultural 
revolution, when jobs in 
farming became very 
scarce, 4,000 people are 
known to have moved to 
Yorkshire and Lancashire to 
work in the expanding 
cotton and wool trades, and 
an amazing 2,000 of these 
came from East Anglia. The 
evening ended with 
speeches of thanks. 


■ At a meeting of the 
community council last 
week, chairman Steve 
Brown welcomed members 
and minutes of the 
September meeting were 
agreed as a true record. It 
was again reported that the 
future of cricket club garage 
was still in abeyance. 
Thanks were expressed to 
those who helped on the 
centre clean-up day which 
had been most successful. 
However, a disturbing 
amount of vandalism had 
taken place at the centre, 
resulting in the skylight 
being broken and bins 
being dumped in the river. 
This all cost the association 
money it could ill afford. 
Following a discussion, it 
was agreed to purchase 
two new storage bins. 
Treasurer Sue Brown 
reported that quite a lot of 
money had been spent 
recently on upgrading the 
toilets, a new fire door and 
repairs to the broken 
skylight, although some of 
this had been offset with 
substantial donations from 
the drama group and carpet 
bowls club. 

Arrangements for the third 
firework and fun night on 
Saturday, November 3, 
were considered and the 
programme produced. 
Meetings with the police 
and security team had 
taken place. The four-hour 
programme commences at 
6pm with the judging of the 
Guy competition in the 
centre with a £20 voucher 
prize for the winner. At 


6.45pm, there will be a 
Parade of the Guys and the 
lighting of the bonfire at 
7pm. The first firework 
display starts at 7.15pm and 
the second, larger one, is at 
8.30pm. Closing time is at 
10pm with free admission 
and parking. Attractions will 
include tombola, face 
painting, bottles and glow 
wands, and a raffle for a 
luxury Christmas hamper 
and other prizes. Food and 
drink will include BBQ, 
burgers and hot dogs, with 


soup, popcorn, tea and 
coffee with cookies, soft 
drinks and mulled wine. A 
beer tent will be available 
and there will also be 
children’s fairground rides 
and a bouncy castle. 

■ With vandalism on the 
increase in the village, a 
meeting with the police was 
held at the library on 
Tuesday afternoon, chaired 
by Pc Ruth Horton, of the 
Safer Neighbourhood Team, 
and attended by 20 people, 
but it was pointed out that 


an evening meeting would 
have drawn a much larger 
attendance as parishioners 
are extremely alarmed at the 
increase of vandalism, 
particularly at the school 
and community centre. 

Many voiced their fears and 
complained at the lack of 
police coverage in the 
village. However, Pc Horton 
gave an assurance that 
police cover in Kedington 
had increased, but they had 
an absence of any particular 
culprits to target and called 


for anyone with evidence of 
who was behind the 
vandalism to enlighten the 
police with names. In line 
with many reports, it was 
plain that far too much 
police time was taken up 
with form filling, when they 
should be patrolling the 
streets of the 32 villages that 
comprised the local patch. 
Since the meeting, reports 
have been received of 
further vandalism, including 
attempted arson at the 
library and broken windows 


at the school, which had 
then been boarded up, but 
the boards removed.

PLANS for a new bor¬ 
ough council depot just 
off the bypass at Haver¬ 
hill have been approved 
despite objections from 
Haverhill Town Council. 

The town council objected to 
the plan because of the lack of 
on-road parking in the immed¬ 
iate area and wanted to see 
parking provision for 29 cars - 
rather than the 20 proposed - 
or a condition to provide a staff 
bus to the site for five years 
from its completion. 

But members of St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Council’s dev¬ 
elopment control committee 
meeting approved revised 
plans for the depot, which will

replace the existing one on the 
former Station Yard site in the 
town centre which is due to 
become part of the new Tesco 
supermarket development. 

The report to councillors 
said 20 visitor and staff park¬ 
ing spaces would be provided, 
as well as a covered cycle store 
and separate parking spaces for 
vehicles used at the depot. 

The plan was in accordance 
with adopted car parking 
standards and the layout met 
highway standards, so that 
there would be no negative 
impact on existing highway 
safety. 


As the Highway Authority 
had not requested a green 
travel plan or a staff bus, it was 
felt a condition requesting this 
would be unreasonable. 


The report said: “It is not 
considered that the revisions to 
the scheme merit the inclusion 
of further parking spaces or 
the inclusion of other 
accessibility measures. 


“The proposed development 
has been thoughtfully designed 
with consideration given to the 
visual implications of the 
proposal. 


“There would be no environ¬ 
mental harm or adverse 
impacts as a result of the 
proposal.”

Leader says residents will 
not pay road toll shortfall

A COUNCIL chief has 
denied tax payers in 
Cambridgeshire may have to 
pick up the tab for the 
controversial congestion 
charge. 

The county council is preparing a 
bid for £465 million from the 
Government to pay for the introd¬ 
uction of the scheme, and a package 
of public transport projects. 

But the overall cost has been 
pinpointed as £517 million, leaving a 
shortfall of nearly £52 million. 

The council says it will negotiate 
with the Government to see how the 
extra money can be found. 

But Cambridge Conservative 
Association, which is concerned 
about the impact of introducing the

congestion charge, says the 
shortfall is a “black hole”. 

The association’s spokesman, 
Richard Normington, said the 
council had hinted that housing

developers could be asked to find the 
money - but the association fears 
local taxpayers may end up paying. 

He said: “If that is the case, then 
other good causes in need of money 
from the county’s Council Tax will 
suffer. It seems the council is trying 
to hide the true costs of the whole 
scheme, which are now coming out 
in the small print.” 

The county has been urged by city 
council Lib-Dems to ensure city 
residents do not have to pay the full 
charge if it is introduced. The 
county council is proposing a £5 
charge between 7.30am and 9.30am 
Monday to Friday, and has said 
residents must pay too.

Sian Reid, executive city coun¬ 
cillor for climate change and 
growth, said: “I’m very concerned 
there is still no mention in the 
county council’s plans of either a 
substantial discount for city 
residents or discounts for disabled 
drivers and those unable to use 
other modes of transport.” 

Coun Shona Johnstone, county 
council leader, said: “We have to find 
out what the impact will be on con¬ 
gestion if residents are discounted.” 

On claims about the shortfall, she 
said: “The majority, if not all, of this 
10 per cent will come from 
developers who are building new 
houses in the area.”

YOUNG sculptors have 
made their mark by gett¬ 
ing their work listed in 
print alongside greats 
such as Henry Moore and 
Rodin. 

Students at Samuel Ward Arts 
and Technology College in 
Haverhill created a large sculpt¬ 
ure of Socrates which greets 
visitors as they arrive at the 
front of the building. Other 
impressive works can also found 
in the grounds. 

Last week the statues were 
inspected by the compilers of 
the Public Works and Sculptures 
register, who took photographs 
and will include details in their 
publication later this year. This 
nationwide register includes all 
important monuments and 
sculptures in the country. 

Neil Williams, the head of art 
at Samuel Ward, said: “Myself 
and the students who made the 
sculptures at our site are 
extremely pleased and proud to 
have our work nationally 
recognised by the board, who 
are recording all public 
monuments and sculptures for a 
national registry. 

“For our students to have 
their names alongside artists 
such as Henry Moore and Rodin 


in the same book is truly 
exciting.” 

One impressive 10ft high 
concrete sculpture was made in 
2003 by Mr Williams and Year 10 
pupils, Hannah New and Jake 
Hearns who gave up most of 
their summer holiday to work 
on the piece. 

Called Chochmah, a Hebrew 
word meaning “the beginning of 
a wise idea”, it was created by 
first making clay models, then 
casting sections in concrete and 
“dressing” them by carving into 
the surface. 

The work features four fig¬ 


ures, arranged like points on a 
compass, to symbolise the 
journey through life. 

The piece took about 30 wheel¬ 
barrows of concrete to make 
and is set on a raised plinth. 

It is in a paved courtyard 
which has been created as part 
of an environmental project to 
improve the school grounds. 

A time capsule containing 
details of the artists involved, 
plus information about every¬ 
day life in 2003 - such as the 
price of fish and chips - was 
placed in the middle of the 
sections.

Wainwright taps into 
flowing river of sound

RUFUS Wainwright may 
have been born in New 
York and brought up in 
Montreal, but music first 
brought him to Cambridge 
when he was still in short 
trousers. 

The latest in a dynasty of folk 
singers, alongside sister Martha 
and father Loudon Wainwright III, 
he performs regularly at the 
Cambridge Folk Festival. His 
mother Kate McGarrigle, and aunt 
Anna, have also appeared on 
stage at Cherry Hinton Hall. 

“When I was a kid I came once 
with my mother and once with my 
father as well, I was probably 
about six or seven years old,” 
Wainwright recalls. 

Since that early introduction to the 
musical world he’s gone on to 
become one of the most talked 
about artists of his generation. His 
success began with wild critical 
acclaim rather than record sales 
but his most recent album, 
Release the Stars, has tipped him 
into the mainstream musical 
consciousness and it reached 
number two in the album charts. 
As well as ruling the roost as a 
singer-songwriter he has already 
started writing his first opera. 
Prima Donna will follow a day in

the life of an opera singer and is 
being lined up for New York’s 
Metropolitan Opera House. 

He said: “It’s a long-term process 
but I expect something will be 
imminent in about a year. 

“For years I had no story which I 
felt attached to and no driving 
characters to give life to and once 
I found them those people came 
to life and I had no choice but to 
write it. 

“The thing with opera is opera 
lovers are chosen by opera and 


not the other way round. It’s 
something you either get or you 
don’t. But even for those who 
don’t get it I believe that if you put 
your head to it and actually make 
a concerted effort you can find 
something redeeming.” 

Just to make the task even more 
impressive, he is writing the 
libretto in French - “because it 
sounds better,” he explains. 

The project comes from a deep 
love of music, a love which also 
led him to pay tribute last year to 
the woman he calls a “gay saint”, 
Judy Garland, when he recreated 
her famous 1961 Carnegie 
Concert Hall performance in its 
entirety. 

“It all falls precisely into my 
general theory of music which is 
that I’m not the one doing the 
writing, all the great songs and 
operas and symphonies are 
already out there and you just 
have to tap into that river and be 
the bucket which feeds the 
people. 

“I think it comes from the 
universe. All of that hostile 
environment out there with stars 
colliding and galaxies exploding - 
it has to make some kind of 
sound.” 

Rufus Wainwright plays the 
Cambridge Corn Exchange on 
Sunday, October 21. Tickets are

FIRST off, this new Mazda2 
looks good. 

I’d almost go so far as to say 
sleek. Its smooth lines are an im¬ 
provement over the last (box¬ 
shaped) 2 and it looks like the kind 
of thing you’d pop outside and feel 
proud to own (except in the 
distinctly unpleasant ‘signature’ 
green). 

The interior aesthetics aren’t to 
be sneezed at; all rounded-off 
edges and ergonomics. The 
plastics aren’t that great, though. 
The soft-touch black that makes up 
most of the dash is OK but the 
harsh, solid black that surrounds 
the door pockets and CD player 
seems cheap. 

When new, it’ll be very shiny, 
polished and pretty. My concern 
lies with how it’ll look in three 
years time, though. 

Nice interior features include a 
glovebox with a magazine rack- 
type thing attached to the front of 
it. While it seems like a good idea, 
it limits space inside the glovebox 
itself and it could become a 
storage nightmare. There is also a 
handy bag space next to the 
handbrake. 

It handles well in the twisty bits, 
which I mainly put down to its 
960kg weight. The 1.5-litre engine 
in the test car was very rev-happy,

but it did sound a bit thrashy after 
5,000rpm. Still, it was perfectly 
prepared to pull me along to 
almost illegal speeds in seemingly 
little time. 

The 1.5 boasts lOlbhp and 1011b 
ft - and in a car that weighs less 
than a tonne, it’s pretty pokey. 0-62 
is dealt with in a shade over ten 
seconds, and it’ll fly on to a top 
speed of 116mph if you give it 
enough legroom (where it is legal 
to do so, ahem). 

The windscreen is nice and big, 
the wing mirrors are huge and the 
rear window is plenty big enough 
to see the world through, but one 
thing really screwed up the 
visibility credentials; the A-pillars. 
They’re huge, and when I was 
taking uphill left handers my view 
of the road was almost wiped out. 
It seems that in order to make the 
car safe in a crash, manufacturers 
have to make vision compromises. 
But then again, there aren’t many 


twisty mountain roads in the UK 
and the cars we get will have the 
steering wheel on the right hand 
side. 

As I said earlier, I was testing 
the 1.5 model, which is currently 
the biggest engine you can get. You 
can have it with a Sport Pack, 
which earns you a sporty body kit 
and a revised front grille. 
Personally I think it looks better 
without the kit, but some might 
disagree. 

There’s plenty of room in the 


rear, but you do sit pretty much 
over the rear axle, so your bum 
acts as a sort of shock absorber. It 
wasn’t much of a problem on 
smooth Italian roads, but journeys 
in the back on our bumpy excuses 
for roads may result in piles. 

BASICALLY... 

All in all, it’s a very fun little car 
and given the choice I’d probably 
have one - I’d definitely let my 
mum have one (anything other 
than her Clio!).

ALAN Bircher has 
launched his build-up to 
the Beijing Olympics with 
a pair of promising results 
in the World Open Water 
Swimming Cup in Asia. 

The Haverhill swimmer came 
sixth in the Shantou leg in 
China followed by a ninth-place 
finish in Hong Kong, despite 
going into both 10km races on 
the back of only six weeks’ 
training. 


He said: “Both races went 
well, mainly because I’m at the 
start of my season. The course 
in China wasn’t the venue for 
the Olympic race, but I went to 
get an idea of the environment. 

“But both races had hot water 
and air temperatures, but I felt I 
handled all that was put in front 
of me. 

“I was really happy to beat 
this year’s world champion, 
Vladimir Dyatchin from Russia, 
in both races as I felt I needed to 
do this before I head into the 


Olympic trials next year.” 
Bircher’s main aim is to earn 
his place in the British squad 
for the world championships in 
Seville, which double as the 
Olympic qualification 

competition. 

As national champion it 
should be straightforward for 
the 26-year-old swimmer, but he 
feels he still has a lot of work to 
do before the British trials next 
February. 

He said: “I feel that, at this 
moment in time, I am ahead of 


where I should be, so will now 
be looking to continue this. 

“I’ll be in Britain for the next 
five weeks and then I’ll be going 
to train in Australia for five 
weeks with the possibility of a 
race just before I come back. 

“I need to put in a massive 
block of work. 

“I normally go for a big 
training time of about five 
months, but due to it being 
Olympic year I’ll look at doing a 
seven-month cycle to hopefully 
give me that little bit extra.”
